master won't forget to give it to you 
he doesn’t want it. There is no need 
to ask four or five times if your order 
has come. 
6.—Don’t ask them not to 
your mail to anybody but youself 
Post Office employees only have 
human brains. Rent a box and keer 
the key yourself. 
7.—Never send a parcel without 
insuring it. Three cents will insure 
it up to five dollars, and it is a mighty 
poor parcel that is not. worth three 
cents. 
8.—Put your name and address or 
the upper left hand corner of every 
letter you write, and the stamp in the 
upper right hand corner. Better stil 
use stamped envelopes, and have your 
box number printed on them. 
9.—Don't put money in a letter— 
buy a Money Order or a Postal Note 
then if it gets lost the Post Office wil) 
gladly issue a duplicate, and some 
hard-working Postal employee wil’ 
not be suspected of stealing it. If 
you must put the cash in—REGIS- 
TER IT. 
10.—Don’t put Inland Revenue 
Stamps on your letters. 
11.—Pack your parcels properly, 
address them with ink, use good thick 
wrapping paper and twine. 
12.—Buy your postage stamps at 
the local Post Office. The Post- 
master’s pay depends on his stamr 
sales, and the more stamps you buy 
off him the better service he can 
afford to give you. 
13.—Don’t grumble at the regula- 
tions, they are made for your benefit 
and protection. Your local Postmaste: 
did not make them, he is just doing 
his duty in carrying them out strictly 
Try to help him do it right, and make 
things pleasanter for everyone. 
14,—If you forget to do your busi- 
ness at the Post Office between eight 
in the morning and seven at night 
don't worry the Post Office employee: 
to see if they will give you your mai! 
or write a money order for you after 
hours, They are entitled to a littl 
time off, and the best tempered peopl:

THE TRUE STORY OF ARCHDUKE

Undoubtedly the greatest roya. 
mystery of modern times is that con- 
{cerning the death , thirty-four years 
ago, of the Austrian Archduke Ru- 
dolph and the beautiful Marie Vetsera 
in the hunting lodge at Mayerling 
near Vienna. Hundreds of newspaper 
articles have been written on the sub- 
| ject and books and plays have been 
inspired by the tragedy. There never 
was an official statement issued by 
the Austrian Emperor nor by any of 
;the companions of the Archduke on 
that fatal night. In consequence 
|there have been innumerable stories 
set afloat. That both met death 
through violence was the central fact 
never disputed, but had the Archduke 
been murdered, or did he commit 
| suicide? Did he first slay his sweet- 
| heart and then destroy himself? One 
| widely accepted theory was that the 
| Archduke had been murdered by 
{Count Waldstein, who loved the gir) 
| and had sought to marry her, and that 
| Marie, in despair, had taken her owr 
\life. Then there was a story which 
jenvisaged a drunken revel at the 
lodge, in the course of which the 
{Archduke had been slain with a 
|champagne bottle. The Italiar. 
Ambassador at Vienna, one of the 
few who saw the Archduke’s body 
said that there was a wound in the 
head such as might have been made 
by a heavy bottle or club.

What Happened 

When Rudolph left he summoned 
a cabman named Bratfisch, a well- 
known Vienna _ character, whose 
name has figured in all accounts of 
the case, and drove off to Mayer- 
ling, a distance of fifteen miles 
When he arrived at the hunting 
lodge he found there Prince Philippi 
{of Coburg, brother of King Ferdin- 
jand of Bulgaria; Count Hoyes, bro- 
|ther of the former Ambassador oi 
Austria to France, and Marie. They 
dined quietly. There was little 
drinking and the only entertainment 
was provided by Bratfisch who had 
a reputation for singing and whist- 
ling Tyrolian airs. They separated 
early because they were to hunt in 
jthe morning. There was a tremend- 
ous interview between Rudolph and 
Marie, in which he told her that all 
}was at an end. She listened coldly 
and then told him that she was with 
child. This revelation drove the 
young lover nearly out of his mind 
Long into the night they talked and 
raved, and at last decided that life 
|apart was intolerable, Whereupor 
each wrote a letter, that of the 
Archduke being to his mother, and 
Rudolph shot Marie.
